More recently, the question of Foley’s sexu- 
ality has been raised in his campaign for the 


Senate seat currently held by Democrat Bob 


Graham. Many political observers think Foley, 
who is popular with voters and campaign con 
tributors alike, has an excellent chance to win 
the Democratic seat.

Notwithstanding his vote in favor of DOMA, 
Foley is one of the most pro-gay Republicans 
in Congress.

‘Foley, the nine-year conservative Republican 
U.S ntative out of Lake Worth, is gay 
That is no revelation to political and media 
types. Everyone knows it, though no newspa- 
per outside the gay press has ever really 
touched the issue.” 

Shortly after Norman’s column appeared, 
the Washington Blade, a Washington, 
DC-based paper that covers gay issues, fol- 
lowed up the story. Sensing the beginnings of 
a media frenzy, Foley called a press confer- 
ence last week to address the rumors. “I be- 
lieve everyone's talking about it,” Foley said, 
according to the Miami Herald. “This is a 
proactive attempt to talk with you all relative 
to the chatter that’s going on behind the 
scenes ’ 

That’s when Foley said the speculation 
about his sexuality was “revolting and unfor- 
givable.” Here’s what’s revolting and unfor- 
givable: Mark Foley’s calculated political de- 
cision to refuse to discuss his homosexuality 
in order to better present himself to the hate- 
ful right-wingers who dominate GOP politics 
Here’s what's revolting and unforgivable: 
Mark Foley’s silence about his homosexuality 
even as US Senator Rick Santorum, the 
third-ranking senator in the GOP, has com- 
pared homosexuality to incest and bestiality 
Here’s what’s revolting and unforgivable: 
Mark Foley’s description of speculation about 
his sexuality as “revolting and unforgivable” 
in order to make himself palatable to voters 
from the only state in the nation that bans gay 


and lesbian people like Mark Foley from 
adopting children 

Throughout his career, Foley has straddled 
the public-figure/ private-life line. When the 
Advocate came calling in 1996, Foley said, “| 
know one thing for certain: when I travel 
around the district every weekend, the people 
who attend my town meetings and stop me on 
the street corner certainly are a lot more con 
cerned with issues like how I voted on welfare 
reform or whether or not Medicare i 
be there when they need it not the detz 
whom I choose to have a relationship with.’ 

He took a similar line with reporters during 
his bizarre press conference last week: “Zero 
in on my track record and my ability to do the 
jcb I am seeking to do.’ 

Foley’s desire to see politicians judged by 
their job performance was noticeably absent in 
1998, though, when he voted in favor of two 
of the four articles of impeachment brought 
against then-president Bill Clinton. Foley’s de- 
sire to see private lives kept private is notice 
ably absent today as he strongly backs Attorney 
General John Ashcroft’s assault on civil liber 
ties and freedoms under the guise of 
terrorism 

Foley told reporters last week, “My mother 
and father raised me and the rest of my family 
to believe that there are certain things we 
shouldn’t discuss in public. Some of you may 
believe that it’s old-fashioned, but | believe

those are good ideals to live by.” So it’s ‘good 
ideals” to deny the basic dignity of your life by 
refusing to talk about your family? It’s “good 
ideals” to encourage people to think you are 
something that you are not? 

If the Foley flap continues, some will say that 
he should come out in order to be a role model 
to younger gay men and lesbians. Please. Foley 
is no role model, unless he’s modeling political 
hypocrisy and personal cowardice. Others will 
say that the decision to come out is a personal 
one and Foley shouldn’t be forced into doing 
something he’s clearly not ready to do. Right 
Foley is comfortable enough with his homosex 
uality to be out to every political insider in 
Florida even as he remains “closeted” with the 
public. Why he thinks he can still play this 
game and get away with it is a mystery 

There is nothing shameful in being gay or 
lesbian. That Mark Foley thinks there is, and 
that he can exploit this by bullying reporters 
who ask him legitimate questions about his 
sexuality, is revolting. And unforgivable. 4

For nearly a decade now, the countries of 
the former Yugoslavia have been under siege 
over the extradition of indicted war criminals to 
the international Criminal Tribunal for the 
Former Yugoslavia (ICTY). At times, the United 
States has threatened to withhold foreign aid to 
Serbia and Montenegro, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
and Croatia for not cooperating with the ICTY. 
For its part, the European Union (EU) has 
made cooperation with the ICTY a criterion for 
admission 

Yet even with these powerful sticks and 
carrots, Balkan countries have been slow to 
cooperate. Croatia resisted the extradition of 
Janko Bobetko — one of the generals who 
masterminded 1995's Operation Storm, which 
resulted in the ethnic cleansing of Croatian 
Serbs and numerous other deaths; the general 
died a free man on April 29. Serbia has 
dragged its heels on extraditing General Ratko 
Mladic, the architect of the 1995 Srebrenica 
massacres. And former Bosnian Serb president 
Radovan Karadzic has been spotted in both 
Bosnia and Montenegro 

Yet efforts to round up the indicted war 
criminals sought by the ICTY, thus bringing the 
Balkans into compliance with international law 
are being undermined by US ar 
latest arm of international justice — the 
International Criminal Court (ICC) 

Soon after taking over the White House in 
2001, the Bush petreiriatvalion withdrew the 
US's signature from the international treaty that 
authorized the court, and the US has been an 
implacable foe of the ICC ever since. As it did 
last year, shortly after the ICC became 
operational, the Bush White House is now 
seeking to strong-arm countries — including 
the same nations it is pressuring to cooperate 
with the ICTY — into granting US troops

Some Southeastern European nations have 
already signed on to the deal, including 
Romania and Albania — and the US scored its 
biggest exemption coup yet when Bosnia- 
Herzegovina signed an ICC exemption treaty 
with the US on May 16. But other Balkan 
nations — including Croatia and Serbia — 
have yet to sign, despite strong US pressure to 
do so. According toa report in the May 26 
issue of the journal Transitions Online, US 
ambassador to Croatia Lawrence Rossin has 
warned that country that it may lose up to $19 
million in US aid to restructure its army. 

Croatia is balking not only because of the 
hypocrisy of the US move for an ICC 
oe but also because of its aspirations 
to join the EU. Leaders of the EU have 
pressured Baikan countries that want to join a 
united Europe not to sign such agreements 

In a recent press conference in Bosnia, US 
deputy secretary of defense Paul Wolfowitz 
argued that “the United States is not seeking 
any immunity for its people if they commit war 
crimes. War crimes must be prosecuted, and if 
they're not prosecuted in the jurisdiction where 
they took place, the United States government 
has and will prosecute Americans that we 
believe have committed war crimes. We simply 
don't believe that the ICC, which has no 
political supervision over it, is a fair or 
appropriate mechanism to submit American 
soldiers or peacekeepers to.” 

But war crimes are clearly offenses that 
resist seif-judgment and thus require an 
impartial and international forum for their fair 
adjudication. The US pressure on Balkan 
countries to defy the ICC — and at the same 
time to submit to international justice — sends 
precisely the wrong message to fledgling post- 
conflict democracies: that might makes its own 
rights — and denies the victims of war crimes 
impartial justice

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Grappling with ideas 


In his PR shots, the wrestler 
Christopher Daniels — a/k/a 
the Fallen Angel — bears more 
than a passing resemblance to a 
Chippendales dancer. Before he 
was a wrestler, Daniels, 33, was 
in the theater — he played 
Romeo in Romeo and Juliet, 
Vladimir in Waiting for Godot. 
As a child, he had an artistic 
bent. Today, after 10 years in 
the ring, Daniels describes his 
role as analogous to that of a 
musical conductor. “You’re 
conducting an orchestra, but 
instead of people playing 
instruments, they're playing 
their emotions,” he says. “It can 
be very cathartic for them.” 

The Fallen Angel doesn’t talk 
much like a professional 
wrestler. There is very little in 
the way of Roaarr! about him, a ‘ 
complete lack of Grrr! Speaking THE FALLEN ANGEL practices 
wrestling for the rest of us 


from his home in Los Angeles, 
he sounds remarkably 
thoughtful, even a little pedantic. 
By the time he starts declaring 
things like, “Humility is not the 
best character trait for the 
professional wrestler” and “There 
is a stereotype of the wrestler as a 
hulking giant with a limited 
vocabulary,” you find yoursel 
toying with the idea of having a go 
at Daniels yourself. How bad 
could it be? 

Actually, pretty bad 

Daniels’s signature move — his 
“finisher” — is a little number 
called Last Rites, or, in the 
parlance of the industry, “an 
inverted swinging face-breaker.” 
Eight years in the making, Last 
Rites consists of the Angel 
grabbing his opponent by the head 
and bending it back, swinging his 
body violently around to the left 
and slamming the whole ensemble 
down onto the mat. Daniels has 
promised to give me a personal 
demonstration of the move when 
he comes to town next month 
“But don’t operate any heavy 


machinery afterwards,” he quips. 

As well as being one of the most 
accomplished wrestlers in the 
world, Daniels is also one of the 
sport's most prized spokesmen. 
For the past year, he has competed 
in — and become a standard- 
bearer for — Ring of Honor, a 
year-old wrestling circuit out of 
Philadelphia that is supposedly on 
the verge of revolutionizing the 
game. “This is wrestling for people 
who don’t like wrestling,” says 
Mike G., a wrestling promoter. 
“This is not that bullshit you see 
on TV.” 

According to Ring of Honor 
acolytes, mass-market outfits like 
World Wrestling Entertainment 
(formerly WWF) — with their 
“over-produced, Hollywood- 
written, immature story lines” — 
have given the sport a bad name

As the well-toned 
face-breaker himself says, “It’s all 
about garnering a certain response 
from the crowd.” Then there’s the 
actual wrestling, which is about as 
natural as Pamela Anderson’s bra 
size, right? 

Actually, Mike G. is full of 
stories about blood on the mat, 
about scars you could slot a 
quarter into. The Fallen Angel 
once fell on his head and lost the 
feeling in his left arm for a month.

“The hits 
are, as we say in this business, 
stiff. Those karate chops, those 
kicks, you can hear the thud.

You might get some argument there, Frank. It’s true that if 
you look under “passive-aggressive personality disorder” 
(PAPD) in the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental 
Disorders (the older editions — more about that below), you 
find the syndrome solemnly described as a “pervasive pattern 
of passive resistance to demands for adequate social and occu 
pational performance.” But once you delve into the history of 
the term, you realize that — at least in the eyes of its critics 
the term is mostly useful as a high-flown way to call someone a 
pain in the ass. 

The term “passive-aggressive” was introduced in a 1945 US 
War Department technical bulletin, describing soldiers who 
weren't openly insubordinate but shirked duty through prc 
crastination, willful incompetence, and so on. If you've ever 
served in the military during wartime, though, or for that mat- 
ter read Catch-22, you realize that what the brass calls a per 
sonality disorder a grunt might call a rational strategy to avoid 
getting killed. 

After the war the term found its way into civilian psychiatric 
practice and for many years was listed in the Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual (DSM), the bible of the mental-health 
trade. According to the revised third edition (DSM-III-R, 
1987), someone had PAPD if he displayed five or more of the 

following behaviors: 1) procrastinates, 2) sulks or argues when 
asked to do something he doesn’t want to do, 3) works ineffi 
ciently on unwanted tasks, 4) complains without justification 
of unreasonable demands, 5) “forgets” obligations, 6) believes 
he is doing a much better job than others think, 7) resents use 
ful suggestions, 8) fails to do his share, or 9) unreasonably crit- 
icizes authority figures. 

You may say: I know a lot of people like that. Or even: I’m 
that way myself sometimes. Exactly the problem. From the out- 
set skeptics argued that passive-aggressive behavior is an ordi- 
nary defensive maneuver and shouldn't be considered sympto- 
matic of a mental disorder. Reacting to such criticism, the au- 
thors of previous versions of the DSM had defined PAPD nar- 
rowly: in DSM-III (1980), they’d said PAPD shouldn’t be di- 
agnosed in the presence of any other disorder (you can see 
how depression might contribute to procrastination or sulki- 
ness, for example). The idea apparently was to curb careless 
use of the term. Sure enough, after DSM-III diagnoses of 
PAPD declined sharply, to the point that some researchers felt 
the category should be abolished. Others, however, thought the 
exclusivity criterion was unnecessarily limiting and persuaded 
the editors of DSM-III-R to drop it. PAPD diagnoses shot 
back up. Conclusion: if we define PAPD rigorously, almost no- 
body has it; if we define it loosely, just about everybody does. 

Recognizing that the definition as then formulated wasn't 
working but uncertain how to fix it, the compilers of DSM-IV 
(1994) dumped PAPD from the list of official disorders and 
relegated it to an appendix. The most telling complaint, in my 
opinion, was that merely being passive-aggressive isn’t a disor- 
der but a behavior — sometimes a perfectly rational behavior, 
which lets you dodge unpleasant chores while avoiding con- 
frontation. It’s only pathological if it’s a habitual, crippling re- 
sponse reflecting a pervasively pessimistic attitude — people 
who suffer from PAPD expect disappointment, and gain a 
sense of control over their lives by bringing it about. Some psy- 
chiatrists have suggested that PAPD be merged into a broader 
category, called negativistic personality disorder. Diagnostic 
criteria: passive-aggressive plus a) mad at the world, b) envious 
and resentful, c) feels cheated by life, and d) alternately hostile 
and clingy. 

We'll let the specialists work out the details. For now, 
though, we lay folk should strive to use the term “passive-ag- 
gressive” more precisely in everyday life. Comforting as it can 
be to pigeonhole our tormentors with off-the-shelf psychiatric 
diagnoses, sometimes it’s best just to call a jerk a jerk s

Republic of fear

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ou call it when prices actually fall 
phenomenon that is almost unheard-of

If the "00s could be said to have begun on 
September 11, 2001, the signal moments of 
this decade have continued in a similarly dis- 
tressing vein. Unlike the ‘90s, which were so 
defined by peace and prosperity that the 
country was able to take a year-plus timeout 
over oral sex, the ’00s are so far shaping up 
to be a decade that Thomas Hobbes himself 
would recognize — terrorism at home and 
abroad, exotic new diseases, wars without 
end, a sputtering economy, even devastating 
earthquakes and tornadoes.

At the same time, though, the possibility of 
becoming a victim of any one of these 
calamities — even a terrorist attack — is low 


to the point of statistical insignificance 


E FEAR these new threats because they 
re unknown, novel; they are terrifying 

ecis because they are exotic. Consider 
SARS. According to the World Health Asso- 
ciation, 725 people around the world had 
died of the disease as of May 26, and more 
than half of those deaths were in China or 
Hong Kong. The US death toll: zero. During 
the past cot of weeks it #as even seemed 
possible that SARS was burning itself out, 
despite new outbreaks in Toronto over the 
weekend. By contrast, more than 40,000 
Americans die each year in traffic accidents 
according to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 

Yet according to a recent survey by the 
Pew Research Center for the People and the 
Press, 37 percent of Americans are “very 
worried” or “somewhat worried” that they or 
a family member will be exposed to SARS 
Compare that to a Harris Poll from a few 
years back that shewed 67 percent of Ameri- 
cans think it is “very likely” or “somewhat 
likely” that they will “be seriously hurt in a 
car accident” 1 far more realistic assess 

And even thoug 
that their cars are extraordinarily dangerous 
places to be, they have internalized the risk 
dismissing it as something they needn't 
worry about day to day 

“Where does the average car crash come 
in the evening news?” asks Tobe Berkovitz, a 
communications professor at Boston Univer 
sity. “Is it common or is it something new? 
The media loves new scares. There’s nothing 


unique about that.” 

But is the Republic of Fear a media-driven 
phenomenon? Well, yes — and no. To be 
sure, SARS has been a big story, but not 
nearly as big as it would have been had it not 
broken out during the war in Iraq. And when 
the war began to wind’ down, the cable chan- 
nels, at least, tried to pump up the Laci Pe 
terson story. After all, sex, betrayal, and mur- 
der trump foreigners in surgical masks any 
day 

Last week’s outbreak of mad-cow disease 
in Canada brought a flurry of news reports 
but no discernible panic. A LexisNexis search 
of major newspapers conducted this past 
Tuesday found 289 stories on mad cow from 
the previous week. Most of those stories were 
published in Canada, where fear of economic 
catastrophe is at least as palpable as the pos 
sibility of contracting new variant 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease, or nvC]D, the 
fatal illness that has killed about 100 people 
in recent years, nearly all in Britain, because 
they ate mad-cow-tainted meat. (And what is 
the deal with Canada? Was Kyle’s mother on 
South Park right all along? Blame Canada!) 

4 few minutes spent watching Tuesday’s 
“crawl” on the top-rated Fox News Channel 
revealed some interesting tidbits about the 
new fear, even as a no-account hearing on 
the Peterson case ran live in the foreground 


The crawl began with a big, orange TERROR 


ALERT: HIGH and segued into such stories as 
dog food that may be tainted with mad-cow 
disease; continued worries about North 
Korea’s nuclear capabilities; a defiant state 
ment from the foreign minister of Iran, als« 
suspected of trying to develop nuclear 
weapons; a terrorist separatist movement in 
Indonesia; the killing of a pro-Taliban leader 
in Afghanistan, where a forgotten war con 
tinues to be fought; Islamist terror in Alge- 
ria; and a 14-year-old boy arrested in North 
Carolina, allegedly for attempting to bring 
»omb-building chemicals onto an airplane 
And, oh, this: “Consumer confidence edges 
higher in May 

In other words, for all the bad news that 
is out there, for all the scary headlines and 
bulletins, the public does not seem to be 
panicking 

But if our chances of catching SARS or 
nvC]D are vanishingly small, that doesn’t 
mean they won’t affect us in other ways. Last 
Friday, the Boston Globe’s Naomi Aoki

Crossen noted how nonsensical our fears 
really are: life spans are 60 percent longer 
today than they were a century ago, many 
infectious diseases have been cured, and 


food and water are cleaner 


“Even the risk 
of financial disaster was reduced by insur 
ance, pensions and Social Security,” they 
wrote. 

And they really didn’t have a satisfactory 
answer to the question posed by the headline 
beyond the obvious, such as the shock that 
accompanies an early death today, and a 
general ignorance of statistical probabilities 

In the end, there may be no explanation 
for the Republic of Fear except this: every- 
thing in its time. Set off by 9/11 and deep- 
ened by economic calamity, war, and pesti- 
lence, fear is a natural reaction to the knowl 
edge that everything we thought we knew in 
the ‘90s turned out to be wrong 

Amplified by a media that repeat bad news 
incessantly just because that’s what they do, 
and by a political leadership that uses fear for 
its Own purposes even as it genuinely tries to 
grapple with the reality that feeds it, we are 
caught in an echo chamber of negativity 

And it’s not going tc end anytime soon.

Of course, President Bush stressed Euro- 
pean unity a little over a year ago, in a May 
23, 2002, speech to Germany’s parliament 
That was before the spat over Iraq tore the re- 
lationship asunder 

And American rhetoric is sharpening. Take 
Bush’s most recent remarks on the EU’s trade 
policy. In a May 22 speech, Bush accused the 
EU of exacerbating starvation in Africa by op- 
posing genetically modified foods. “European 
governments should join — not hinder the 
great cause of ending hunger in Africa,” Bush 
declared 

Boyer argues that such comments are 
‘something that really antagonizes Europe 
He predicts that though the Evian summit will 
amass a group of world leaders “who will have 
a pleasant face, and give the impression that 
they are ia control,” a deeper and darker un- 
dercurrent will infuse the proceedings. “Many 
people in Europe are beginning to be fed up 
with an approach in which they are rewarded 
and punished,” Boyer says. “It could be the 
beginning of an emotional rejection of Bush

For the US, it appears that the immediate 
question is how much friction with Europe it 
is willing to create to pursue its unilateralist 
foreign policy. For Europe, the stakes appear 
to be much higher — perhaps, the entire fu- 
ture of its experiment in political unity. a

HERE’S SOMETHING about the geo- 

graphic separateness of an island, even 

one that’s only a short ferry ride away, 
that can make a day trip seem like an exotic ex- 
pedition. In these months of extended daylight 
and additional ferry runs, you can fit into one 
day two or three special meals (breakfast on the 
ferry, picnic at the beach, dinner in the village), 
two or three activities (hiking, biking, and 
beaching are the most popular), and still have 
plenty of time for a leisurely lemonade on a 
Victorian porch and a romantic cruise home as 
the sun sets over the ocean 

Long before19th-century tourists discovered 

the healthful and restful rewards of island so- 
journs in New England, Native Americans were 
summering on them, following the fish and the 
cool ocean breezes. Other island appreciators in- 
clude the 11th-century Viking explorers — 
runic markings of their stopovers still exist on 
some islands, such as Maine’s Matinicus. And in 
the early 1600s, John Smith (he of Pocahontas 
fame, also often referred to as “Captain Jack,” 
thereby spawning a school of eponymous 
seafood restaurants) touched down on several 
Maine and New Hampshire islands after his ex- 
ploits in Jamestown, Virginia. When Samoset 
greeted the Pilgrims in Plymouth, he spoke a 
fractured English learned from fishermen on 
Maine’s Monhegan Island, where his Pemaquid 


tribe spent their summers. 

Thus, any modern-day exploration of an is- 
land, especially along a rocky shore or deep with- 
in a woodland, has an almost primeval ambiance. 
Not that centuries of wave action or forest 
growth haven’t changed both landscapes consid- 
erably, but you sense a kind of quiet 
continuity. You know that the ocean 
still sounds the same, the under- 
growth in piney woods still smells the 
same, the sun and wind feel the same 
on your face. And if you're on the 
high point of any island, especially 
Mount Cadillac on Mount Desert 
Island, you know that you're seeing 
the same glacial layout of land and 
water that the earliest visitors and set- 
tlers gazed upon. 

Because of that glacial action in 
the last Ice Age, when large masses of 
land and rock were pushed into the 
sea, there’s tremendous variety in the 
thousands of islands that line the New 
England coast. Some, like Monhegan 
and Mount Desert, have rocky 
headlands; others, like Nan- 
tucket, Martha's Vineyard, 
and Block Island, have dunes 
and sandy beaches. Many have 
a mixture of both. 


Block Isiand 
Rhode Island’s big-draw tourist island, Block Is- 
land — though it checks in at only 11 square 
miles — offers a range of terrain, from moor 
and hollow to bluff and beach, from kettle holes 
and freshwater ponds to saltwater marshes and 
pounding surf. It’s been named by the Nature 
Conservancy as one of the 
“Last Great Places in the 
Western Hemisphere,” and 
indeed, through a mix of 
© private and public conserva- 
tion, almost one-third of the 
island has been restricted 
from further development. 
The islanders’ own emphasis 
on protecting wildlife habitat 
— Block Island hosts more 
than 150 species of migra- 
tory birds each fall — and 
hanging onto open space 
has led to very specific 
forms of tourism. 
Although there are terrific 
public beaches on the is- 
land (all free), there are 
no golf courses. On 
the water, sailing,

CHE of the (Peston e Harbor e Sslands 


R AN ISLAND respite, Bostonians need look no further than their own back yard — or 
rather, their own harbor. For the bird watcher, history buff, or someone who just wants to sit 
on the beach, the Boston Harbor Islands make for a convenient retreat 

Each of the 34 Boston Harbor national-park islands has its own story. On Georges Island, 
which serves as the transportation hub to the rest of the islands, legend has it that the “Lady in 
Black,” the ghost of a Confederate prisoner's wife hanged for trying to help her husband escape, 
haunts the 156-year-old Fort Warren. Georges is also the only harbor island with a snack bar. 

Lovells Island is the location of a number of shipwrecks; it’s also one of the most popular is- 
lands for camping. Thompson Island had America’s “first school band!”, according to 
www.bostonislands.org. (If that doesn’t lure you, what will?) With open fields, a salt marsh, 
hermit crabs, and berry bushes, Thompson is also a favorite for company outings and corpo- 
rate clambakes. The Deer Island Waste Water Treatment Plant keeps Boston Harbor from 
being the sludge puddle it once was. And from the 100-foot bluffs on Great Brewster Island, it's 
possible to see four different lighthouses. 

Passenger ferries leave for the islands from Long Wharf in Boston, Hingham Shipyard, and 
Pemberton Point in Hull. Through June 27, ferries run between Georges Island and Long 
Wharf four times daily; from June 28 through September 1, service increases to eight trips 
daily. A round-trip ticket is $8, $7 for seniors, and $6 for kids four through 12. (The family rate 
of $25 covers two adults and two kids.) None of the islands has running water, although toilets 
are available on some, and pets are not allowed. Camping is available by permit on Grape, 
Bumpkin, Peddocks, and Lovells Islands. Contact the park at (617) 223-8666, or visit 
www.nps.gov/boha or www.bostonisiands.com. For schedule updates, contact Boston Harbor 
Cruises at (617) 227-4321, or visit www.bostonharborcruises.com.

In 1954, Theodore Edison, Thomas’s son, 
organized Monhegan Associates to preserve 
the natural beauty of the island and to keep 
the island’s cottages, just 130 of them, clus- 
tered around Eastern Harbor. He did not 
push his father’s science on the self-sufficient 
Monhegan residents, and until about 15 years 
ago, there were very few homes with electrici- 
ty. One of the inns still uses kerosene lamps. 

Monhegan is a bit of Maine at its most con- 
centrated: the quiet pace of island life (there 
are only a few trucks to haul luggage, and no 
cars); the ever-changing vistas across the is- 
land and out to sea; the taste of ice-water- 
spawned lobster; and the liberating sensation 
of breathing more slowly, taking in the healing 
powers of salt air, and daydreaming 


Mount Desert Island 


Mount Desert Island (pronounced “dessert,” 
with a nod to its French origins) offers many 
of the same Mainiac aspects, but you might 
have to search a little harder for solitude - 
this island is connected by bridge to the 
mainland, and its acreage is split between 
bustling resort towns and a national park 
with the highest peak on the Atlantic coast 
(Mount Cadillac, at 1530 feet). Acadia Na- 
tional Park is the third largest in the country, 
and it encompasses 17 mountains, 26 fresh- 
water lakes, and the only true fjord on the 
East Coast, Somes Sound. To get your bear- 
ings on the enormousness of it all, you might 
want to drive the 20-mile Park Loop Road, 
with stops at Thunder Hole, a deep rock 
crevice where the surf booms in; the Wild 
Gardens of Acadia, where native plants are 
conveniently labeled; the Abbe Museum, 
filled with Native American artifacts; and a 
side trip up Cadillac Mountain, a bit of a 
cheating way to get there, but well worth the 
views along the way and at the summit. 

In addition to roads that bring you to quiet 
fishing villages, all-but-hidden coves and icy- 
water beaches, Acadia has 45 miles of “car- 
riage roads” for biking (and skiing) and 120 
miles of hiking trails that go over and under 
17 remarkable stone bridges. For an easy in- 
troduction to mountain climbing, try Acadia 
Mountain (three miles south of Somesville on 
Route 102), a two-mile roundtrip to its peak 
at 681 feet. This trail is on the western or 
“quiet” side of Mount Desert Island, where 
you might meet a handful (instead of a bus 
full) of other hikers. The path winds slowly up 
through birch and pine before a quick ascent 
to ledges overlooking Echo Lake. Another 
moderate trail is up 1068-foot Champlain 
Mountain (off the Park Loop, look for the

E ISLANDS OF Casco Bay are no 

secret. Casco Bay Lines ferry service 
(www.cascobaylines.com) is reliable, 
clean, cheap, and enjoyable, and makes 
the many islands it services (Peaks, Great 
and Little Diamond, Long, and 
Chebeague) more accessible than your av- 
erage city suburb. 

No trip to Portland, Maine, would be 
complete without a 25-minute cruise out to 
Peaks, for instance, where you can rent a 
bike and circle the island looking for de- 
serted rocky beach spots. The excursions 
to Great Diamond (40 minutes) and Long 
Island (60 minutes) are also well worth the 
time and energy for a lunch that gets you 
fresh air and sights of Portland’s working 
waterfront (though you might want to check 
the weather report first). 

Still something of a secret, though, is 
the back way to Chebeague Island, which 
is more than an hour and a half away by 
Casco Bay Lines ferry. A short drive north 
from Portland along Route 1, into 
Yarmouth, finds a parking area from which 
a bus will take you to the Chebeague 
Transportation Company's ferry service 
(www.chebeaguetrans.com). This ride is a 
mere 25 minutes, and, rather than plopping 
you at the southern tip of the island, puts 
you right at the Great Chebeague Golf 
Club (207-846-9478) and the Chebeague 
Inn (207-846-5155) 

Both are great. The golf course is pretty 
damned perfect for the casual hacker. It's 
short, so you can recover from a duff, and 
it's just nine holes, so you don’t have to be 
there all day. It’s scenic, with one tee deep 
in the trees and lots of changes in eleva- 
tion. And it’s got a “signature hole” you can 
tell your buddies about. The seventh tee is 
located out on the pier to which the ferry 
ties up, and you're forced to hit your iron 
shot to a postage stamp of a green — off a 
piece of plastic grass — over 90 yards of 
open ocean (well, sort of a swamp at low 
tide). The par three, let's say, can quickly 
throw off your round. And it’s cheap: two 
can play for around $50. 

After that, you can walk over to the inn 
for dinner, and then take a boat back to the 
mainland at 7:30 or 8:45 (or stay at the bar 
for a while, and catch the last boat home at 
10:30). On the right midsummer day, how- 
ever, you won't want to leave at all.

Away from the awe-inspiring splendor of 
Mount Desert’s mountains, the island’s 
largest town of Bar Harbor offers shops and 
restaurants, movie houses and theaters, 
along with the Natural History Museum at 
the College of the Atlantic; the Bar Harbor 
Historical Society (the town’s history 
through photographs, paintings, and books); 
several places to rent canoes, kayaks, or 
bikes; and several whale-watching compa- 
nies. Over in Northeast Harbor, the Asticou 
Terraces, Thuya Garden, and Thuya Lodge, 
all connected with the early-20th-century 
landscape artist Joseph Henry Curtis, are 
lovely examples of the taming of nature, in 
stark contrast to the mountains and ocean 
surrounding them. Southwest Harbor has its 
own attractions, including more than 200 
bird carvings at the Wendell Gilley Museum 
and 20 tanks of sea life at the Oceanarium. 
It’s obvious that Mount Desert Island holds 
far more than a day’s worth of adventures, 
but if you’re as far “downeast” as Ellsworth, 
you should drive over on Route 3 to do the 
Park Loop — it’s not just “dessert,” it’s the 
whole meal. a

“Maybe you noticed that the sound is 
really good,” he says when | reach him 
by phone at a tour stop in Spain 
“Essentially | was offered the 
opportunity to put together an album of 
material from the Velvet Underground on 
up where | could sequence it, pick the 
tracks, and be in charge of the sound. It 
was a great opportunity because, not to 
bore you, but the technology has gotten 
so much better that you can make a CD 
sound, in my opinion, as good as an 
analog album and maybe even better. 
It’s all in the mastering — in the 
transfer to the digital CD. The original 
tapes that people record on have a lot of 
information on there. And the initial 
CDs sounded really rotten because a lot 
of that information was lost. But over 
the years, it’s gotten a lot better. So | 
had the opportunity to go track by track, 
get the best possible sound, and fix 


that, you can certainly master the shit 
out of a track and take care of things like 
that foot pedal, or bring the background 
vocals up a bit to put some shimmer in 
there. And that’s what the whole thing is. 
Track after track is like that. For 
instance, with ‘I’m Waiting for My Man,’ 
on all the CDs where it has that song, 
when [John] Cale is pounding away at the 
piano, you don’t fee/ it. But on this 
version, you will. And if the guy is going 
to pound away on the piano like that, you 
ought to feel it. On the vinyl you could 
feel it. That’s why for years people have 
been saying they like vinyl better than 
digital, because nobody has taken the 
time to do it right. And that’s why it’s not 
a greatest-hits album per se.”

Lam’s Restaurant 


Vietnamese and Southeast Asian cuisine 
that accomplishes a lot in a low-key style

n the rapidly diversifying suburbs, 
Lam’s stands out for the quality of 
its co ietnamese 
well as for its smattering « 
Chinese, Thai 
Cambodian, and Malaysian cuisines, 
It’s hard to do 
It’s harder still in a 
rather large restaurant, and at modest 
prices. But Lam’s accomplishes a lot in 
a low-key style. It’s also an attractive 
dining room, almost to suburban-Thai- 
restaurant standards. The wall art 
ranges from folk and tourist crafts to 
fine antiques, and each table is topped 
with linen under glass, and then again 
with paper place mats 

No Vietnamese menu is complete 
without the national beef-noodle soup, 
pho ($6.75). Lam’s has only one permu- 
tation of beef broth, but it is excellent, 
with a subtly spiced anise stock. The op- 
tions for pho fillings 
can be daunting, but 
here they’ve been sim- 


plified to two: excellent 


Burmese, Laotian 


and a little mild fusion 
so much so well

lating, and the aromatics seem ampli- 
fied, as when wine is sipped from a 
larger glass. Our only unimpressive 
appetizer — and it wasn’t at all bad 
— was grilled eggplant ($7.50), 
which was topped with smaller shrimp 
and less spice than we expected. 
When selecting entrées, don’t miss 
the side order “brown rice” ($1.50), 
which is actually exotic Thai black 
rice, a short-grain rice with a wonder- 
ful purple-black coloring and unusual 
flavor. It stands up even to hunglay 
chicken ($9.50, also served with beef), 


am’s offers a mix of Vietnamese,

Asian basil and lemongrass. This curry 
also makes the most of potatoes and 
green beans, a remarkably American 
looking platter for such a spicy dish. 

Fusion dishes at Lam’s have lots of

ghter, more Vietnamese or Can- 
tonese hand on the sauces. Oriental 
salmon ($13.75) is another winner 
although well short of its two-chili rat- 
ing. The sauce is really a sweet-sour 
tamarind sauce. The dish takes off be- 
cause the salmon is not even a little 
overdone, and because of the variety 
of mushrooms: fresh field mush- 
rooms, straw mushrooms, and fresh 
shiitake, along with carrots and snow 
peas. Lam’s garden ($9) is also fusion 
food, a vegetarian selection that Bud- 
dhists in Southeast Asia would eat

Are you the new Sally Rand? 

No disrespect to Sally or any of the 
old burlesque strippers, but the more | 
looked at video clips and photos of 
actual big time dancers —there was 
no glamour, no finesse. | do my own 


routines, rather than imitate. Though | 
do love Sally’s fans. They’re so 
drapey and soft. 


Tell us about the 4” champagne 
glass you hop into and take a 
bath? 
It was my first big big prop, for sure. 
It's what I’m most well-known for. | 
searched out special crafts people 
; use to make all my 
stuff: welders, sculp- 
tors, plumbers, car- 
penters, electri- 
cians. |’m very spe- 
cific with them on 
what it needs to be 
and do, but when | 
tell them how big |! 
want it, they’re like 
= “Whadaya nuts?!!” 


Worst show ever? 

During one contest, 

somebody set up 
my waterfall prop backwards. It’s 8’ 
and 7’ wide with four giant pumps. It 
makes this wall of water with two 
fountains on the side and it flooded 
the entire stage. 


Give us a sneak peak of the Par- 
adise show? 

I’m doing my Peacock number. | have 
a giant 7’ gilded birdcage with a spin- 
ning perch and a shower on the in- 
side. My costume is a solid blue 
Swarovski rhinestone corset with a 
full peacock feather tail that trails be- 
hind me, fitted with doweling, so it lifts 


straight up and opens about 11’ 
across. So | strip out of that because 
that’s my job! (laughs) 


How many feathers are you plan- 
ning on losing? 

This is strictly a pasties and panties 
tour, but | do perform nude. My 
shows are really tasteful. If | was 
naked on stage, you probably would- 
n't even know it. It’s nothing my moth- 
er can’t watch. 


Why burlesque? Why now? 

What's better than pretty girls running 
around taking their clothes off? Good 
live entertainment is really hard to find 
and with the revival of burlesque, peo- 
ple are putting a lot of creativity into 
their acts and it’s in a real spirit of fun 
which people always enjoy.

In the 1969 version of this crime caper, a 
crew of cockney blokes create a massive 
traffic jam in Torino and make off with three 
Mini-Coopers full of gold bullion.

MAROONED IN IRAQ 


The title and the timing may be fortuitous 
but nothing about this second film from Kur- 
dish filmmaker Bahman Ghobadi is expect- 
ed or predictable. Unlike his compelling but 
bleak first feature, the quasi-documentary A 
Time for Drunken Horses, Marooned in 
Iraq, a hit at Cannes last year, is a pica- 
resque, often comical road movie through 
Kurdistan in the mountainous Iran/Iraq bor- 
der area that is being bombed by Saddam 
Hussein after the Gulf War. An elderly musi- 
cian, Mirza, and his two middle-aged sons, 
Barat and Audeh, set out via motorbike to 
rescue Mirza’s wife, a singer who long ago 
left him for a career and another man, from 
the chemical bombs that are raining on the 
iraqi Kurds. Along the way, the three men, 
non-actors who are musicians, make infec- 
tious music for women and children in 
refugee camps. Ghobadi mixes realism with 
poetry: as jets stream overhead, Barat falls 
in love with the voice of a mysterious 
woman in one of the camps who sings for- 
biddingly from the shadows. 

As the trio get closer to Iraq, desert gives 
way to snow, and the situation becomes 
dangerous. They are robbed by bandits, 
they come upon women wailing over the 
discovery of a mass grave, orphaned chil- 
dren gaze at them from behind barbed wire. 
Like the masterful work of Iranian directors 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf and Abbas Kiarosta- 
mi, Ghobadi’s film has a visual potency that 
infuses his political themes with humanity.

SWEET SIXTEEN 


The third annual ‘Human Rights Watch Fes- 
tival opens with this latest work from Ken 
Loach, one of the world’s most political film- 
makers. The irony is that Sweet Sixteen is 
one of his least overtly political films, as it 
rolis together the gangster film, the kitchen- 
sink melodrama, and the teen coming-of- 
age flick into a kind of Scarface—-meets—Billy 
Elliot with social trappings.

But the unapologeti- 
cally socialist Loach doesn’t seem to be 
criticizing this distorted variation of capital- 
ism as much as he seems to be celebrating 
it. The deleterious effects of Liam's product 
appear less important than his skill and 
success at reaching his goal, and neither 
the genre clichés along the way nor the late 
turn toward an Oedipal crisis diminishes 
that exuberance.

Paying to play 


wo years ago, Springfield rockers Staind 
scored a surprise smash on the pop 
charts with the introspective ballad “It’s 
Been Awhile.” At the time, the band were 
coming off a platinum major-label debut, 
Dysfunction, and had already established a 
decent foothold at rock radio. But whatever 
hopes they had for the follow-up, Break the 
Cycle, skyrocketed when it debuted at the top 
of the Billboard 200 chart with what turned 
out to be one of the biggest weekly sales totals 
of the year. The disc went on to sell four mil- 
lion copies — and according to guitarist Mike 
Mushok, that significantly upped the pressure 
during the making of their new album, /4 
Shades of Grey (all three releases are on Flip 
Elektra). “After Break the Cycle did a lot bet- 
ter than any of us ever anticipated,” he ex- 
plains, “we realized that we had become re- 
sponsible for a lot of people making a lot of 
money. And with that, everyone wants to be 
involved. | mean, when we made Dysfunction, 
nobody heard it until it was done being 

mixed. Nobody cared, you know? I mean, 
they did, but now it’s like everybody’s got 
their producer's hat on. They 
you should change this lyric 
fuck out of here.’

Staind put “Price To Play” near the top of 
their set list back on May 17 at the Manhat- 
tan Center in New York City, where they 
played the second of four free shows to cele- 
brate the release of 14 Shades. The perform- 
ance was broadcast live over the Internet, 
and the band played seven new songs over 
the course of an 85-minute set. As usual, 
Lewis and Mushok were an exercise in op- 
posites on stage: the bald singer remains re- 
luctant to engage his fans, whereas the affa- 
ble guitarist is more than happy to pick up 
the slack. Sporting a classy faux hawk, 
drummer Jon Wysocki started the show with 
an anxious snare pattern, and bassist Johnny 
April contributed stellar 
vocal harmonies 

The group’s presence 
might have been unassum- 
ing, but the new songs did 
the talking. 14 Shades is 
easily the most upbeat album 
Staind have ever made: they 
keep the unplugged stuff to 
a minimum, and Lewis even 





abandons the sourpuss rou- 
tine long enough to celebrate 
his new-found success. The surprises start 
with the second track, “How About You,” 
which recalls U2 with its swirling guitar 
melodies and easygoing rhythms. Lewis still 
sounds cynical about the music biz — “I 
sold my soul to get here/ How about you?” 

- but he also sounds willing to seek re- 
demption in a pretty song. On “So Far 
Away,” he reveals that stardom has brought 
him peace: “I can forgive, and I'm not 
ashamed/To be the person that I am today.” 
Mushok matches the track’s inspirational 
theme with a gentle folk-guitar strum that’s 
miles away from the dour cadences the band 
are known for. 

As proud as he is about what Staind have 
accomplished, the greatest source of happi- 
ness for Lewis these days is his family. He 
wrote the lilting ballad “Zoe Jane” for his 
baby daughter, both as a celebration of her 
birth and as an apology for all the time he 
has to spend on tour. “I want to hold you 
Protect you from all of the things I’ve al- 
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ready endured,” he coos over a waltzing 
acoustic-guitar backdrop. “Fill Me Up” is a 
hard-rock love letter to his wife, Vanessa 
“You fill me up, you’re in my veins/A look 
could take my breath away.” The sentiment 
is sweet, but the music is stormy — Zoe's 
lullaby aside, the disc’s quiet moments are 
few and far between. 

Around the same time Lewis became a fa- 
ther for the first time, he also learned that 
one of his heroes, Alice in Chains frontman 
Layne Staley, had died. On “Layne,” the 
band deliver a pitch-perfect tribute to the 
fallen grunge god by appropriating the psy 
chedelic vocal harmonies and light/shade di- 
chotomy of prime AiC. Lewis still has plenty 
of despair in his life: the epic power ballad 
“Blow Away” finds him kicking and scream 
ing at lost memories during a dark day on 
the road, and “Yesterday”

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Local Rumblings 


The Dresden Dolls fight off ‘The Curse’

can think of only a few truly hilarious 

things that have ever happened during 

Boston’s 25th annual Rock ’N Roll 
Rumble. There was Gang Green’s fa- 
mous trashing of the synthesizer while 
covering "Til Tuesday’s “Voices Carry” in 
1985. There was the pub-rock band 
Uncle Betty, who made it to the 1989 
final and opened all three of their sets 
with Styx’s “Renegade.” And there was 
Slughog engaging in an actual rumble 
with a few overexcited audience mem- 
bers in 1995, the same year in which a 
once-famous local D] (and Rumble 
judge) was caught throwing up in the au- 
dience at the Paradise 

But all of those stunts were outclassed 
by the one pulled in the Rumble final at 
the Middle East last Thursday by the 
Dresden Dolls, a band who’ve never been 
accused of being especially humorous 
Their college-radio hit “Coin Operated 
Boy” was interrupted by a spectral, ax- 
wielding figure in a black body suit who 
identified himself as the infamous “Rum- 
ble Curse” and sentenced the Dolls to an 
eternity of suburban opening gigs if they 
won. Frontwoman Amanda Palmer fend- 
ed him off with an oversized copy of the 
first "Til Tuesday album, and the song 
picked up precisely where it had left off. 

My guess is that they wouldn't have 
done that bit if they weren’t pretty sure 
they were going to win, which they did. 
But the gag was notable for a couple of 
other reasons: after 25 Rumbles, the 
Dresden Dolls are only the third female- 
fronted band ever to win (Til Tuesday 
came first, then the Dirt Merchants), and 
the first non—guitar band to ever take it. 
And unless the past two years’ winners, 
Bleu and the Gentlemen, pull something 
together, the Dolls could well be the first 
mainstream success to come out of the 
Rumble since Til Tuesday won it a whop 
ping 20 years ago. More to the point, 
they’re one of the few bands I’ve ever fall- 
en in love with based on a Rumble set 

I'll admit that I’d drawn too many 
conclusions from the band’s art-school 
ish image, especially after Palmer and

thing theatrical on stage — it’s Palmer’s 
throaty singing that carries the feelings 
and the intrigue. She’s also a muscular 
pianist, and given Viglione’s flair for 
tricky, Bill Bruford—ish polyrhythms 
they've got a foot in the prog-rock camp 
as well. If they do move into the national 
arena, they'll also break a second curse: 
the one that makes un-hip out-of-town- 
ers think that all Boston bands sound like 
Godsmack 

If this year’s Rumble demonstrated 
anything, it was the number of widely 
different factions that now exist within 
the local scene. Since I've gravitated to- 
ward the Abbey in the past year, I went in 
ready to cheer for the Downbeat 5 and 
Heavy Stud, who were the only represen- 
tatives of that club’s neo-garage scene in 
the event this year (notably absent were 
the Coffin Lids, Dents, and Red Chord) 
Heavy Stud didn’t make it past the pre- 
lims, but the DB5 rocked their way into 
the semis (held May 16 and 17) and 
played what has to be the best and only 
Shangri-Las cover (the ridiculously 
catchy “Dum Dum Ditty”) in Rumble 
history. Another personal favorite, Blake 
Hazard, also made the semis, and she 
played a rare full-band show. Although 
she made the tactical error of stacking 
the loudest songs toward the opening, 
her set would likely have gotten her into 
the final if the competition hadn’t been so 
fierce. As a judge on her night (May 17), 
I had Dresden Dolls and Apollo Sun- 
shine tied for first, with Hazard just a few 
points behind. Way less impressive was 


the night’s fourth semifinalist, Kingsize 
who seemed to be trying hard (and un- 
successfully) to sound like the Stooges 
instead of Creed. 

But who knew that any local bands 
were into an ’80s new-wave revival? Yet 
there it was in the persons of the Good 
North, who made the Monday-night 
semi. They reminded the kids of Interpol 
they reminded the old-timers of Echo & 
the Bunnymen, and they reminded me of 
the New Models, a local band I never 
liked much. Baby Strange also qualified 
as a copy of a copy: though I doubt they 
ever sat down and said, “Let’s sound like 
the Strokes,” both bands share some ob- 
vious glam-punk reference points (yes, 
we noticed that Baby Strange took their 
name from a T. Rex song). Still, their set 
at the final was fun and spirited and 
needed only a few memorable tunes (and 
a less muddy sound mix) to put them 
over the top. It was left to major-label 
guest band Vendetta Red to show how 
lame a punk retread can be. 

Finally, there was Apollo Sunshine, the 
other band who blew me away. I can’t 
claim they were completely original either, 
but I’ve never seen an outfit borrow from 
so many of my personal favorite cult 
bands: bits of Jellyfish, early and jittery 
XTC, Guided by Voices, and the entire 
Elephant Six roster, all blended into a 
wide-eyed ‘60s pop setting with some 
Flaming Lips weirdness in the staging 
Aligning oneself in that direction hasn't 
made many bands rich and famous, but it 


sure sends us jaded critics home happy.

Richard Thompson's Old Kit Bag

here are musicians who play guitar better 

than Richard Thompson does. There are 

tunesmiths who craft more beautiful, 
more ingenious songs. And there are lyricis 
who turn phrases with more wit and brio. 
over the last 30 years or so, no single artist has 
done all three of these things as well as 
Thompson. Starting out as a teenager in the 
pioneering ’60s Celt-folk-rock band Fairport 
Convention, he established himself as a prodi- 
gious talent — one too big for Fairport. After 
leaving the band in 1971, he recorded one 
tentative solo project, Starring Henry the 
Human Fly (Hannibal), then produced a 
string of albums with his then-wife, singer 
Linda Thompson, that constitute one of the 
great musical runs of the 1970s and early 
*80s. | Want To See the Bright Lights (Hanni- 
bal), from 1974, remains one of the freshest 
discs of that decade. The couple’s break-up 
album, 1982’s ferocious, agonizing Shoot Out 
the Lights (Hannibal), is one of the most gor- 
geous displays of romantic disintegration in 
pop music; it makes the cathartic work of

doodlings of a humorless eighth-grader. 
Along the way, Thompson perfected a 
), gristly mixture of British folk, blues, 
and rock.

Featuring mostly cover tunes, The Things 
That Lovers Do is their first post-nuptials ef- 
fort, and it’s meant to be ncept album 
about the growth of their relationship, 
though we never really learn when they fell in 
love. The opening title track bubbles over 
with clichés, as Lattimore promises to “wine 
and dine” the object of his affection “in the 
finest restaurants” in order to get her “hori- 
zontal on Egyptian sheets” — at which point 
he asks, “Baby, can you guess what we be 
doing?” Sounds like the plot to a Red Shoe 
Diaries episode. 

Moore somehow manages to maintain her 
dignity, and more important, she keeps her 
vocals on track. But Lattimore stretches him- 
self in ways that a single man concerned 
about his image would not. On “With You 
I’m Born Again,” a tune first made famous 
by Billy Preston and Syreeta Wright, he aims 
for the operatic and misses badly; on “Love 
Saw,” a song popularized by Babyface and 
Karyn White, he simply flails when he at- 
tempts to be as fey as Face. The disc does 

















Then there’s the album’s babymaking po- 
tential. “WARNING!” reads a note on the 
back of the CD liner. “This project may 
cause pregnancy! Well, we got pregnant just 
making this album, so proceed with caution!” 
There are, however, no instructions on 
whether the album is meant to be played 
“loud.” 

The similarly styled Surrender to Love by 
the similarly styled duo Kindred the Family 
Soul — namely Fatin Dantzler and Aja 
Graydon — runs into similar problems. “Far 
Away” finds Dantzler waxing nostalgic for 
simpler times: “Tired of broken street glass 
Not getting no ass unless the baby’s asleep 
But even then it seems like I’m trying to 
compete.” How romantic! 

Signed to Jill Scott’s label, Hidden Beach, 
this Philly couple slide neatly into their home 
city’s neo-soul paradigm with warm arrange- 
ments, unadorned vocals, and earthy subject 
matter. The album’s intro describes them as 
“divinity personified,” and indeed much of 
Surrender to Love is punishingly optimistic. 
“We” shouts out self-love, a child’s love, and 
the people’s love in one breathless run. On 
“Stars,” it's Graydon who does the glowing: 
“We continue to learn and our love grows 
deeper still/Each day I watch you get better 
at this/Each moment I am more and more 
convinced.” That’s bordering on Hallmark 
territory. 

Forceful sentiments, however, don’t always 
translate into vibrant music. At least in “Far 
Away” and “Meant To Be,” the praise isn’t 
reduced to something utterly mundane. But 
most of the album keeps striking the same 
sentimental notes. And though you can credit 
Dantzler and Graydon with an earnestness 
that doesn’t come through from Lattimore 
and Moore, that'll take an R&B album only 
so far. “Loving you is freedom,” they sing in 
unison on their closing track, and that may 
be true. The problem is, it’s not terribly en- 


tertaining for the rest of us. x
